The New Tork Off tee by letter dated 8-2-56 forwarded a letter 
received by Falter Ftnchell. The letter written to Winch ell is anonymous 
and ie an attack on Negroes, particularly the NAACP* The anonymous lettei 
writer quote* Filkine a* eaying before the Bahat Assembly, 119 Feet 57th 
Street, in 1941, that "Fe Negroee are praying for a Japanese vtctory." 
According to the anonymous letter, during the que et ton period a man sttttr 
in the audtence inquired "Why do you want a Japaneee victory." Wtlkine 
supposedly replied "Because the Jape will give ue a better deal* Tou 
white people gave ue a rotten deal." 

Falter Ftnchell has written tn the margin, "Ie this true?" 

A review of the numerous references to Filkine in Bufilee fatli 
to reveal euch an incident. 

The ftlee do reflect that Filkine supposedly described hie 
conversation with another Negro in California in 1944 quottng the other 
Negro as saying, "I do not know why we are ftghttng the Japanese. They 
have not done anything to me. When X go to a hotel ^operated by whtte 
people they either tell me that they are full or that they do not accept 
colored people, and here in California there wae only one hotel at whtch 
I could etay and that hotel wae run by the Japaneee, so why should we 
ftght the Japs." Wtlktns further described the Japanese as being the 
best truck farmers tn America and "They are the backbone of thts country. 
Thts information ts the result of Agent coverage of a meeting at whtch 
Wtlktns spoke. ( 100- 164629- 11 ) 

The only other similar reference ts the following supposedly 
satd by Ftlkths at an open forum on 11-1-42 at Portland, Oregon- . "Fe 
are also concerned with the world front... Just ice for all and net Just fo\ 
some. Fe cannot just sit here tn Portland and say we will do) %0 we pleast 
After thts war, we will have no separation from other places. The world 

ts too email Why do you suppose that Japan took Java, country of 

forty million people tn one week.. ..They were already etcr%f the people 
who were over them. It made no difference to them who was the slave drtvt 
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iwr vixen
